Chesapeake ft Ohio and Louis- 
ville t Nashville, have declared embargoes over their lines against the 
acceptance of any freight except foodstuffs, live stock and fuel This ac- 
tion was taken under the interstate commerce commission declaration of 
any emergency which authorized roads embarrassed by the shopmen's 
strike lo show preference' and establish priority in transportation. 


The object of the embargoes is to 


conserve nil the equipment and facil- 
jiios of tlie three carriers for 
the 


transportation of coal. 
The roads 


serve the non-union bituminous min- 


ing areas south of the Ohio river, 
which have furnished most of 
the 


country's coal output since April 1, 
when the miners' struck In all

WASHINGTON, July ^8.—(By the Associated Press)—Three pro- 


posals for immediate ending of the. railroad strike have been submitted to 
representatives of railroad executives and labor 
unions 
by 
President 


Harding according to information obtained today 
from 
administration 


advisers, who talked with the executive. 


The three proposals, all hinging on various plans for adjusting the 


employes' seniority rights, will be submitted, it was said, to the executives' 
meeting in NW Yortc Tuesday and to an employes' conference In Chicago 
to be arranged by B. M. Jewell, the shopmen's leader. 


There were indications from various sources close to the two parties' 


to the strike that, leaders of the shopmen expressed an Inclination to ac- 
cept the president's plan in the main and that representatives of the ex- 
ecutives considered It unsatisfactory in principle. 


Final decison, however will rest with conferences of the two groups. 
Outside railroad contracting, it was said, would be abandoned by 


the railroads under each of the three proposals. One of the proposals, ac- 
cording to those claiminr to have information of the president's sugges- 
tions, would be for the railroads to waive the seniority question and take 
all strikers back to work. 


Another was said tolw to give loyal men wlio have remained at 


work prior seniority rights over strikers ami the third was for «e|Mrat« 
adjustment of the seniority dispute by earh road with its own employes 
through joint committees to be appointed.

The National Automobile Dealers' Associa- 
tion, reports that for 1921 the number stolen was 37,554; for 
1920, 30.046, and for 1919, 33,508, so that this species of crime is 
increasing. 


The need of federal regulation to curb automobile stealing 


is now being advocated. In Pittsburgh yesterday three youths 
confe<?«vcl to the stealing of forty automobiles in this city within 
the last few months. Even where cars arc recovered the own- 
ers are put to great inconvenience and expense. Police officers 
also arc kept busy running down'the malefactors. 


Increase in penalties has been suggested 
as well as more 


care on the part of owners in looking after their property. Care- 
ful owners now have to bear the cost of their carelessness in Ilin 
shape of huge insurance premiums. The hand of the law should 
be laid heavily on the offenders and sentences imposed that will 
be a salutary warning.
